Sir : In compliance with the resolutions adopted at the conference- 
of State and provincial boards of health, held at Toronto, October 6, 
1886, respecting interstate notification of contagions diseases, I beg to- 
make the following statement regarding the prevalence of smallpox 
in Ontario at the present time : 
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Total houses free of disease since outbreak, 14 ; cases recovered, 52 \ 
leaving 97 cases in 32 houses under quarantine. There have been in 
all, 151 cases with no deaths.
